However, when Kennedy pro- 
duced a photostatic copy of a 
canceled check along with a 
voucher stating that it repre- 
sented expense money for Doria 
for a trip to Florida for a con- 
ference with Dio and Hoffa, 
he said: 

“I guess I was there. I fol- 
lowed Dio te Florida.” 

He said he could not recall 
what occurred at the conference 
but that Dio kept him advised.

Court Rules Shoplifter 

Sentenced to Jail 

' Should Have Gone to 
Workhouse. 


A prisoner at City Jail ob- 
tained his freedom today when 
Circuit Judge Robert L. Aron- 
son ruled that the man should 
have been sent to the City 
Workhouse instead o° the jail 
to serve a nine-month sentence 
for shoplifting. 

Robert Rancher, the pris- 
oner, had sought a writ of 
habeas corpus on the ground 
Ah Judge Louis Comerford 


under state law, but to send 
Rancher. to the Workhouse 
when he pleaded guilty Dec. 19. 

Under state Jaw, Rancher 
would have been eligible for 
release after serving three- 
fourths of his sentence, pro- 
vided he performed satisfac- 
torily the work assigned to him. 
No such law or regulation ap- 
plies to the jail. 

Others May Be Affected. 

Judge Aronson’s ruling brings 
into question the status of 57 
other prisoners held at the jail 
under sentences imposed by 
Judge Comerford. Jail Warden 
William Boeger told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter he planned 
to confer with the City Coun- 
selor’s office to determine what 
steps, if any, he should take in 
regard to these other prisoners, 

Joseph Noskay, ph wine di- 
rector of the Public Defender 
Bureau, filed the petition for a 
writ of habeas corpus in behalf 
of Rancher, who lives in the 
3900 block of Greer avenue. 

In ruling that Rancher should 
have been sentenced to the 
Workhouse instead of the Jail, 
Judge Aronson also called at- 
tention to the other section of 
the law directing the early re- 
lease of Workhouse prisoners 
who were required to work and 
did so satisfactorily. 

Warden Boeger testified at a 
hearing that Rancher had 
worked in the jail laundry and 
that his conduct had been good. 

No Ruling on Others. 

Judge Aronson, in his ruling, 
did not pass on the status of 
prisoners sent to the jail in- 
stead of the workhouse from the 
court of criminal correction Dut 

ho have not completed three- 
ourths of their sentence. 
‘In opposing the writ, the 
prosecuting attorney's office 
contended that Judge Comer- 
ford had discretion in selecting 
where defendants should serve 
their sentences. 

Judge Comerford told a re- 
porter he still felt that some 
prisoners should be sent to the 
jail for security reasons, be- 
cause it provides closer con- 
finement and supervision. As 
for future cases, he said he 
would again review Missouri 
Supreme Court decisions on

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12— 
Defense Secfetary Charles E. 
Wilson has eased up about 
$300,000,000, or 25 per cent of 
the cut ordered in the amount 
the Air Force will be allowed to 
spend in the current fiscal 
year, Pentagon spokesmen said 
yesterday, This has not altered 
the over-all 38 billion dollar 
limit imposed on all the mili- 
tary services. 

The revisions and readjust- 
ments in the big hold-down or-< 
der have stemmed from con- 
tinuing studies aud an espe- 
cially sharp protest from Air 
Force Secretary James H. Doug- 
las, who saw the cuts coming’ 
and complained before they 
were ordered. 

The revised figures will per- 
mit the Air Force to go ahead 
with weapons and guided mis- 
siles programs with less dras- 
tic disruption of procurement 
and production schedules than 
had been feared. 

The cuts in actual spending 
rates were ordered by Secre- 
tary Wilson when he found that 
they threatened to exceed the 
38 billion dollar defense spend- 
ing program by about $2,200,- 
000,000. Citing rising prices, 
faster-than-expected deliveries 
of some items and other fac- 
tors, Wilson clamped down with 
a warning that the situation 
threatened to force the Treas- 
ury to go over the national debt 
limit to pay for them. 

He pointed out that 38 billion 
dollars had been approved and 
forecast as this year’s actual 
cash outlay for the Defense De- 
partment, taking into account 
old and new appropriations 
voted in past legislation or be- 
ing voted in the new bill. That 
total, he said, will have to 
stand as the limit—and, Penta- 
gon spokesmen observed, it still 
stands. 

Under the readjustments so 
far effected, the spokesmen 
disclosed, the Air Force will 
now be allowed to spend $17,- 
900,000,000 by the end of the 
fiscal year next June 30 in-

The four-engined DC4 
plunged into the swamp 15 
miles south of Quebec City 
during a thunderstorm yester- 
day, It was Canada’s worst air 
disaster. There were no sur- 
viyors. 

Available evidence pointed to 
lightning as one possible eause 
of the midafternoon tragedy, 
The chartered airliner was car- 
rying veterans and their fam- 
ilies back to Canada from a va- 
cation in Britain. 

Army Asked to Help. 

The main part of the plane's 
passenger section was stuck in 
a 25-foot water-filled hole. Dr. 
Jean-Paul Pouliot, coroner of 
Lotbiniere county, said the 
Army was being asked to pump 
it out. , 

Deputy - Transport Minister 
John Baldwin said in Ottawa 
that a major operation may be 
necessary to clear the way for 
a three-man investigating team. 
Craters containing plane sec- 
tions were filling with water 
that seeped in from the soggy 

muskeg. 

Baldwin said Quebec officials 
have been ordered to spare no 
expense in bringing out the 
wreckage.

Disputes Heaton Testimony, 
Doria contradicted .sworn tes- 
timony by Earl Heaton, until 
last week president of the 
A.LW., that Doria made a deal 
with. Dio in September, 1954, 
under Which Dio agreed to get 
out of the union upon payment 
of $16,000. 

Doria asserted he knew noth- 
ing about the $16,000 arrange- 
ment until Dio told him about 
it. He charged that Heaton, or 
the_union’s executive board, 
made the deal without his 
knowledge. 

Doria said he would have op- 
posed paying Dio the $16,000 
had he known of it, not because 
of the amount involved, but be- 
cause he didn’t think Dio 
should be put out of the union 
under any circumstances. 

Kept Control Over Pickets. 
Kennedy recalled testimony 
indicating that long after he 
got out of the UAW-AFL, Dio 
was still ordering pickets on 
and off places to which he was 
selling “protection.” 

“That would. be a nice -ar- 
rangement. if. you could exploit 
it,” Doria observed with com- 
plete candor. He hastened to 
add that he didn’t think Dio 
would do anything like that. 

Doria conceded that Dio was 
not only the UAW-AFL boss in 
New York but also the man the 
union depended on for contacts 
in setting up locals in ‘Phila- 
delphia. x 

Kennedy read a list of 18 
names of ex-convicts Dio had 
brought into the UAW-AFL. 
Doria’s reaction was that Dio 
brought them into the labor 
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movement to help them. 

“In other words he was using 
the.- UAW-AFL charters to re- 
habilitate them,” Kennedy ob- 
served 


Doria protested that Kennedy 
should net be facetious about 
such matters.

Both 
held office in a Wafdist gov- 
ernment before Nasser’s rise to

Nassar is among the army of- 
ficers accused of plotting to in- 
stall Salah El Din as Prime 
Minister and Hassan as Inter- 
ior Minister. 

Hassan was unable to attend 
the trial opening because of 
iliness. Ahmed Atef Nassar, 
who had been ill, appeared in 
pajamas, aided by policemen. 
The defendants had 36 attor- | 
neys. 

The group allegedly planned 
to install as President Gen. Mo- 
hamed Naguib, who has been 
under house arrest since 1954 
after serving as President fol- 
lowing the 1952 revolution that 
ouster King Farouk. 

The published indictment did 
not accuse an foreign power of 
participation in the alleged 
plot. But a prosecution wit- 
ness was quoted in the indict- 
ment as saying Abdel Hamid 
Islambouly, a civilian defend- 
ant, advocated setting up a re- 
gime that would reach an un-.

|MOVE TO RESUME) 
DPLOMATIC TIES; 


WITH BULGARIA 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (AP) 
—Some high Administration 
officials are exploring the possi- 
bility of re-establishing diplo- 
matic relations with Communist 
Bulgaria. 

The last time congressional 
leaders were sounded out on 
such a move, months ago, the 
State Department drew a com- 
pletely negative reaction and 
the matter was dropped. A new 


the seven-year-old break is now 
developing. 

Diplomatic authorities are re- 
ported to feel that on balance 
}the United States would gain by 
restoring normal relations. 

Arguments for Step. 

One of their chief arguments 
is that the American govern- 
ment should have representa- 
tives in contact with all the So- 
viet satellite governments in 
eastern Europe and in position 
to observe closely developments 
throughout the European belt 
of Communist governments. 


Furthermore, the advocates of 
recognition argue that the con- 
ditions which originally brought 
the decision to break off rela- 
tions in February 1950 have 
long ceased to exist. 


At that time, less than two 
years after the Yugoslav break 
with Stalif’s Russia, the satel- 
lite countries were caught up in 
political turmoil, harassed by 
fears of-Titoism and given to 
exposing what they called plots 
to get them to break with Rus- 
sia as Yugoslavia had done. 

Their purge charges against 
alleged traitors sometimes in- 
cluded charges against the 
United States or its diplomats. 

Details of Break. 

In the case of “Bulgaria, 
charges of interference in ‘the 
country’s internal affairs were 
made against United States Min- 
ister Donald R. Heath in con- 
nection with the purging of 
Deputy Premier Traicho Kostov. 
The Bulgarian government de- 
clared Heath personally un- 
acceptable and ordered him out 
of the country. 


The United States reacted by 
denouncing the _ accusations 
against Heath and breaking off 
diplomatic relations. This final 
step followed the exchange of 
a series of notes between Wash- 
ington and Sofia concerning 
Bulgarian treatment of Amer- 
ican legation personnel. 


In April 1956 Premier Anton 
Yugov, the present head of the 
Bulgarian government, came to 
power and feelers were put out 
about the possibility of -resum- 
ing diplomatic relations with 
Washington. State Department 
officials showed interest, “but 
decided after sounding out con- 
gressional sentiment that the 
move would draw little or no 


recent developments 
have served to focus attention 
on the situation afresh in recent 
weeks. Avery Brundage of 
Chicago, an amateur sports 


| authority, sought and eventu- 


ally won passport clearance to 
attend a meeting of the: Inter- 
national Olympics Committee 
in Sofia this fall. Brundage is 
chairman of the committee. 

Yugov Indicates Approval. 

The other incident occurred 
when Yugov was asked in an 
interview last month what his 
government's attitude was to- 
ward relations with Washing- 
ton. He said the government 
wanted “formal diplomatic re- 
lations.” A State Department 
spokesman said at the time that 
“there is nothing active on the 
subject at this moment,” but 
added that the question is 
under constant review. 

Bulgaria is one of two prin- 
cipal Communist countries with 
which the United States has no 
direct official contact and to 
which travel by American citi- 
zens is officially forbidden. The 
other is Communist China. 
There is no thought in high 
quarters here of altering United 
States basic policy toward Com- 
munist China. 


|DRIVER EDUCATION COURSE 


A record number of students 
completed driver education 
courses in Missouri’s high 
schools last year, Capt. John 
A. Berglund, chief of the Mis- 
souri Highway Patrol safety 
division, announced yesterday. 

A recent survey by the State 
Department of Education indi- 
cated that enrollment in driv- 
ing courses last year was 15 
per cent greater than in the 
preceding year. There was also 
an increase of 16 per cent in 


the number of schools offering 
driver education courses. Since 
1949, Capt. und said, the

DEVICE TO DETECT) 
CANCER OF UTERUS |

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (AP) 


_— The Public Health Service 


said yesterday it hopes a newly 
developed electronic machine 
may greatly speed detection of 
cancer of the uterus. 

The cytoanalyzer, an auto- 
matic optical electronic ma- 
chine, is being installed at the 
University of Tennessee in 
Memphis for further extensive 
testing, Surgeon General Leroy 
E. Burney said. 

“Cancer of the uterus is the 
second largest cause of cancer 
deaths among women,” Burney 
said. “Each year about 50,000 
women develop cancer of 
uterus and 15,000 die of it.” 

Burney said cancer of the 
uterus is effectively detected 
through the cell examination 
test, but there is a scarcity of 
technicians to analyze the test 
results. He added: 

“If we find some means — 
possibly this machine — for 
speedier detection of this can- 
cer in more women it will be 
possible to bring about many 
more cures, since the majority 
who have cancer of the uterus 
can be cured if the disease is 
diagnosed in its early stages.” 

The cytoanalyzer is to detect 
abnormal cells by microscop- 
ically scanning slides bearing 
specimen smears.

These Chocolate Eclair Boats 
make wonderful refreshments 
for summertime parties. Mother 
makes the boat-shaped eclairs 
just as she would cream puffs, 
except that the pastry is shaped 
into long, slender rectangles in- 
stead of rounds, And she re- 
members the two keys to per- 
fect cream puffs. One is in the 
cooking—she is sure to have 
the water boiling when the 
flour is added. And then she 
stirs well until the flour-water 
mixture forms a ball. 

The second key is in the 
beating; she adds the eggs one 
at a time and beats well after 
each addition. And she knows 
how important it is that each 


egg be beaten in completely be- 


beating incorporates sufficient 
air in the batter. 

This recipe yields 12 eclair- 
shaped cream puffs; each one 
is cut in half length-wise to 
make two boats. (Any extras 
could certainly be frozen and 
kept for future desserts.) 

And what more luscious 
cream filling than chocolate ice 
cream? Probably of all flavors 
it’s the child’s favorite. 

Chocolate Eclair Boats, 
(12 eclairs) 

One cup water. 

One-half cup butter or mar- 
garine. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One cup sifted flour. 

Four eggs. 

Chocolate ice cream. 

Peppermint stick candy.

Combine water, butter and 
salt in a saucepan. Bring to a 
boil. Add flour all at once and 
stir until blended and the bat-

Remove from oven, slit to 
allow steam to escape and cool 
on a cake rack, When ready to 
serve, cut eclairs in half length- 
wise and fill each half with 
chocolate ice cream. 

Stick peppermint candy sticks 
into the ice cream for the 
smokestacks and place a pep- 
permint on each side. Flags 
with the guests names may be 
stuck into the jce cream also.

APATHY IN PARTY 


land’s Communist party has 
ended a nation-wide series of 
pep mieetings designed to prod 
lagging members to action in 


troubles. 

Reports indicate many of the 
party’s claimed 1,400,000 mem- 
bers have withdrawn from all 
political work. Only the party 
leadership knows what propor- 
tion remain active after the 
shocks of de-Stalinization, the 
Poznan uprising and the Hun- 
garian revolt. Estimates here 
run from 250,000 to 750,000. 

The party’s insistence that 
only a Communist-led produc- 
tion drive can improve living 
standards and bring real free- 
dom has run into renewed 
trouble with the workers it was 
designed to impress. Industrial 
production which kept up to 
plan the frist five months of 
this year has slumped seriously 
now and the party leadership 
headed by Wladyslaw Gomulka 
is clearly alarmed, 

No Wage Increases. 

The local party meetings dis- 
cussed a letter from the leader- 
ship which spoke frankly about 
the economic problem. It made 
the point that workers can ex- 
pect no wage increases this 
year and that strikes or other 
protests would only hamper 
rather than increase chances of 
improvement. It urged mem- 
bers to get out in a persuasion 
campaign. A main point they 
are called on to put over is 
that Poland is going broke. 

The official party newspaper 
Trybuna Ludu said the letter 
aroused great interest. It added 
a revealing account of troubles 
besetting Polish communism. 

Party members in Zielona 
Gora province displayed wil- 
lingness for party work but 
didn’t know where to begin. 
In Wroclaw province, said the 
paper, members stressed that in 
order to overcome the apathy 
in party ranks it would be nec- 
essary to tighten its organiza- 
tion—to insist on regular pay- 
ment of dues and remove from 
its ranks people who justly lack 
confidence of the public. In 
Pila, the factory committee of 
a railway repair shop was criti- 
cized as tolerating the spread 
of drunkenness and idleness. 

In three provinces, the paper 
noted, members remarked on 
increasing “passiveness.” 


Trybuna Ludu said that from 
the nation-wide discussions a 
“program for organization is 
| being born out of criticism and 

chaos.” 


New Shortcomings. 


It declared that “the stagna- 
tion of party life is contributing 
to continuance of condemned 
methods and development of 
new shortcomings among which 
members particularly stressed 
corruption and egoism.” 

Among the party’s problems 
is the continued decline in the 
proportion of workers among 
‘total membership. It has been 
going down for the last nine 
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years and while it gets lower 
the percentage of party and 
government workers increases. 

Attempts to reverse the situa- 
tion have not been very effec- 
tive. Since last October about 
9000 party members have been 
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removed from paid party posts. 
Of them only 3800 went back to 
factories. About 3100 took gov- 
ernment desk jobs instead. The 
others started fe yy 
ee went into farming or

buna Ludu these will affirm 
that joining or leaving the party 
is strictly voluntary. 

The principle of voluntary 
membership has been applied 
to the Communists’ youth or- 
ganization—the Union of Social- 
ist Youth. The result so far has 
been that the youth organiza- 
tion has some 80,000 members 
instead of the 3,000,000 of the 
disbanded Stalinist Polish youth 
association.

last. 

Another main reason is that 
the growth of both paid and un- 
paid imports, together with the 
growing output of domestic coal 
and ore mines and home-pro- 
duced agricultural materials has

The Moroccan Foreign Min- 
istry has notified embassies 
here that this occidental term- 
inology is now ooligatory for 
good form and has asked that 
in diplomatic dispatches Mo- 
hammed V be referred to as 
the King. The Moroccans used 
the Arabic word “Melek” 
(King) rather than “Sooltaan” 
for at least a decade, although 
French officials and the foreign 
press retained the older form. 

‘The emphasis on kingship is 
due partly to modernism and 
partly to the idea that king is 
a better word for a constitu- 
tional monarch than Sultan. 
Mohammed V is still technically 
an autocrat, but he has declared 
that Morocco must move to- 
ward constitutional monarchy.

We are trying 
to do that now 
in the United Dulles 
Nations disarmament subcom- 
mittee in London. The formula 
upon which we are proceeding 
was outlined by President 
Eisenhower at his news con- 
ference last week. 

It is so nicely grounded in 
common sense and good psychol- 
ogy that it seems appropriate to 
spell it out, for it offers real 
hope. 


Full Inspection Offered. 


It embodies, first, a bold 
conception to arouse the atten- 
tion of people everywhere. That 
is in the proposal that Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles 
took to London recently. 

To lay the foundation for 
disarmament, we would agree 
to permit inspection of our 
country and the rest of North 
America above the Rio Grande 
and all of Europe as well, if 
Russia in exchange would per- 
mit inspection of her own ter- 
ritory and that of her statellites. 

That is bold, just as was 
President Eisenhower's earlier 
proposal back in 1953 for ex- 
change of ideas and pooling of 
fissionable materials to pro- 


mote peacetime utilization of 


atomic energy. 

Such bold concepts raise our 
sights, give us a grand goal. 

There are holdbacks. What 
are they? 

One is fear of a quick 
surprise attack now possible 
with airplanes and missiles and, 
because of atomic bombs the 
quick attack could knock out a 
whole nation. if not wipe it 
out. 


Can We Remove Fear? 


That fear arouses suspicions 
and tends to confound and 
paralyze men and nations in 
seeking a solution. There is no 
mutual trust, and some time or 
other nations have got to trust 
each other, or we are all 
doomed. 

But, if we can remove fear 
by inspection and come to trust 
one another, then disarmament 
could follow, step by step and 
almost automatically, as Pres- 
ident Eisenhower put it. 

He explained how we now 
have enlarged inspection plans 
beyond just us and Russia, as 
he proposed at Geneva, to in- 
elude our NATO allies. They 
were willing to come in be- 
cause they recognized “the one 


any of 


great truth” which he described 
us: 

“If we can relieve the world 
of the great fear of surprise 
devastating attack, then dis- 
armament, in my opinion, will 
follow step by step almost au- 
tomatically ...s0 now, our 
allies and ourselves 

the inspection of all North 
America, -North of the Rio 
Grande, and all of Europe in 
exchange for the same inspec- 
tiona} privileges of Russia and 
her satellites. 

“Now if this could be enter- 
tained even for a moment, and 
we could make any progress, I 
would consider it the greatest 
ray of hope that has arrived on 
this dark scene since I have been 
in the White House. 


Plan to Test Confidence. 


“But, failing that, we have 
proposed also a more limited 
area which would not expose 
the central secrets 
probably of either side, but 
which would give us an op- 
portunity to test the methods, 
procedures, and to see whether 
they will work, to see whether 
we can develop enough con- 
fidence as between the oppos- 
ing parties to go a little 
further 


“Remember this: we can talk 
all we want about specific 
mearures of disarmament. Neth- 
ing is going to work unless it 
is preceded by, or accompanied 
by, some little growth in mutual 
confidence. 

“These things that I am talk- 
ing about are to achieve not 
only material results but some 
growth in mutual confidence, 
and that is ‘the thing that must 
lie behind it all.” 

The President stressed a most 
important factor — how trust 
an understanding can be built 
up when representatives of 
different nations sit down and 
work together on some prob- 
lem. That, he said, was one ef 
the advantages he had pointed 
out when he presented his 
“atoms for peace” proposals. 


Carrying On the Talks. 


That project has come a long 
way since, through conferences 
which, in themselves, helped to 
create understanding. If, he 
said, we can get people to work- 
ing together over a peaceful 
project “where they have got 
to solve problems of administra- 
tion and direction and all sorts 
of problems of an engineering 


nature, maybe we can build up | 


some kind of confidence,’ in- 
stead of having people neces- 
sarily always standing, literal- 
ly, with daggers in their eyes, 
watching the other fellow.” 

True it is that as long as men 
are talking they can’t fight. 

Men now are not only talking 
in London, but they have be- 
fore them concrete proposals 
for disarmament which permit 
the slow but sure advance, step 
by step, if we can only keep 
them at it—keep them at it un- 
til they get some answers.

1. GBBONS DES

Retired as Local President 
in 1952; Learned Trade 
in Ireland. 


William J. Gibbons, who was? 


president of the St. Louis local 
of the AFL International Typo- 
graphical Union for 29 years,

Mr. Gibbons, known affec- 
tionately as “Cardinal Gibbons” 
because of his dignified bear-.

He also 
was his local’s delegate to the 
Central Trades and Labor Union 
for 25 years. 

Born in County Mayo, Ireland, 
Mr. Gibbons learned his trade 
in western Ireland.

“Printers were working nine 
hours a day in the old country,”

in New York.” 

His first jobs in the United 
States were setting type at the 
New York Daily News and the 
New York Herald. He served

He worked for brief periods 
at a job printing shop and at 
the O’Brien Printing Co. and 
then went to work for the Post-

left his Post-Dispatch job after 
being elected president of the 
local union in 1923.

The man in civilian clothes 
gave us a short explanation of 
the experiments that were to 
follow.

During the next few days we 
often saw planes flying over the 
area at different heights. Some 
were guided, I think, but I 
don’t know for sure. Three or 
four days later we saw the bal- 
loons again. This time they 
floated high in the sky. 


During the week after the ex- 
plosion, the laboratory bus vis- 
ited us three times. We were 
not allowed into the Pamir 
zone; and we were given an or- 
der to shoot all animals coming 
from the test area. It was 
strongly impressed on us not to 
go near them or touch them. 


Other pieces of information 
that reached us were that the 
tall rocks rising from the east- 
ern banks of the lake had col- 
lapsed, the specially erected 
walls on the northern side had 


also collapsed or nad melted,. 


but the tanks covered with mud 
and some of the concrete shel- 
ters had suffered little damage. 
The trucks, guns and dummies 
stationed in the open had all 
been destroyed. 


The driver’s seat of a Zis 
truck was found more than a 
mile from its original position. 
Generally the area was littered 
with broken, burned or melted 
pieces of cars and guns. The

This last order caused 
further confusion and trouble 
until the Omsk battalion and 
my group sent them some tent 
cloth with which to cover 
themselves. 

Experts arrived to examine 
them. The men were told that 
they were not contaminated and 
had nothing the worry about. 
But hardly an hour later they 
were packed into trucks and 
driven off. We never heard of 
them again. 

Their camp was closed and 
the same day special technical 
units arrived there. They were 
all clad in protective clothes 
and collected the uniforms and 
equipment of the battalion, the 
food and water in their dining 
tent and locked everything up 
in metal boxes. It was as if 
they were dead.
